If the line is busy when a call is made the 
call is net counted, and the calls which a 
subscriber receives from others are not 
counted.

Three Persons Miraculously Escape

It Is More Frequent With Wen and !• 


Destined to Increase With Women. 
At the present day man is much more 


, prone to suicide tban woman. This, is true 


of man in regard (o epilepsy, crhuo and 
other marked signs of degeneration. But 
it has been observed that as woman ap- 
proaches man in her mode of life she nlfo 
\ 


becomes more fnmiliar with those abnor- 
mal conditions which have previously 
been pocnllnr to miin. Tha corapnrutlvo 
Immunity of woman from self destruction 
i 


in the past baa depended grontly upon the 
relatively less harassing part she bus taken 
in the struggle for lit a. Toiluy it is differ- 
ent. Now \vonuin occupies the Golds of 
art, literature, finance anci even politics, 
and, as she goes deeper into theso voca- 
tions, she mu = fc expect to sutler the conse- 
quences. 
Already it is noticeable tbat 


feminine suicide is Eofc now entirely duo 
60 the sentimental causes of disappointed 
love, desertion and je-ilouay, but to those 
trials of a more material order such as 
have led men to the act of self destruction. 


Imitation far exceeds any other of what 


aro called trivial causes of suicide and 
asserts irself more in svoman tban in man. 
It is much more common than is supposed. 
When self destruction becomes epidemic, 
as H sometimes does, its prevalence very 
largely depends upon imitation. It is said 
that many years npo tho wail of Thomas 
Hood over "tho one more unfortunate" 
brought many a sentimental person to a 
watery grave in the Thames, ulid in our 
own day tho vivid representation of sui- 
cide upon the stage under conditions np- 


j pealing forcibly to the imagination has 


been known to be followed by the self im- 
posed death of persons whose conditions 
n gambled closely those of the suicide in 
the drama. 


Attempts have been mado to prove tlmt 


climate lias au effect upon the rate of faui- 
oule, but those attempts have never done 
mare than show that ihe temperate regions 
have the highest ratio. This, of course, is 
not due to the climate, but to the m"ro 
complicated civilisation, the greater phj-si- 
cal and mental wear and tho more exten- 
sive interference with natural laws met 
with in tho temperate regions. 
While it 


is true that climate exerts but little influ- 
ence over the rate of suicide, the seasons, 
on the contrary, do strongly affect it. The 
popular belief is that suicide is more fre- 
quent during the months of winter and 
spring. Tills, however, is incorrect. Cold, 
wot, damp weather docs not, as so many 
people suppose, promote despondency and 
suicide. Strange as It may soem, at that 
period of tlio year when the sufferings of 
the poor and the sick are least, when em- 
ployment is most readily obtained, when 
tho pleasure of living should be at its 
highest, suicide is most frequent. May, 
Juno iiud July, the months of song and 
sunshine in all countries, give tha greatest 
number of self murdurs. For this thoro is 
no satisfactory explanation, unless we ac- 
cept that of the medical fraternity, which 
Is that during the period of early summer 
tho organism is working at a higher ten- 
sion, every function of mind and body is 
more acti\e Chan at any other period of 
the year, and consequently there is greater 
liability to sudden pliydoal and mental 
collapse.—Popular Suicaco Monthly.

of the sun standing in the steud of burin, 
or, raLhor, of acid—for the copies tliua 
produced nearly resemble aquatiua en- 
gravings exquisitely toned. As to the pre- 
oiso details, M. Daguerro objects to impart 
them to any ono till he has received sonio 
definite answer irojja the government, wifih 
whom bo is in treaty for tlio sale of bis 
secret. Tbe value fixed upon itissaidtoba 
300,000 francs. It is necessary, observes M. 
Arago, to see tho works produced by the 
machine, which is to bo called tho daguer- 
reotype, fully to appreciate tho curiosity of 
the invention. M. Da^ucrre's last work3 
have- tlie t'orco of Rembrandt's etchings. 
Ho has taken thorn in all weathers—at all 
hours—11 sketch of Notre Dame was mado 
in a pouring rain (the time occupied by 
tbe process being lengthened undor such 
unfavorable circumstances), and a sketch 
was produced by the mciou's light which 
required 20 minutes for its completion.

Liberia. 


In 1S23 some kind hearted Americans 


founded a settlement on the west coast of 
Africa for negro freedmen who wanted to 
go back to their natixo country or to be 
able to enjoy the same privileges as white 
men. Tbouuh many people freed their 
slaves in those early times, tho negro had 
no vote, and no white pcnplo wanted to 
buvc anything to do with him, so that ho 
was not much better oil for being free, ex- 
uept that he could, never bo sold and sent 
liway from homo. 


In the new settlement, which was for 


free negroes entirely, they had all the priv- 
ileges that white men had, and it was 
hoped that they would be happy there. 
For 25 years the little settlement remained 
under the care of the United States, and 
then it was declared independent and rec- 
ognized by England andi other foreign 
powers as a sovereign state'or state having 
the power to govern itself. They have 
made their government ia Liberia like 
ours in the United States. 
They have 


a president, a congress, with senate and 
house of representatives, a supreme court 
Dnd>a cabinet, just as \ve have. 


In former times there wero frequent 


emigrations from this country to Liberia, 
but since or.r negroes acquired the right to 
vote and were allowed tlio same iiborty as 
white men the emigrations have been 
very rare. It is a small place. It is far 
ewny in Africa and out of the tide of civ- 
HiKation,aii!}tlie negroes realize that there 
gre better opportunities,for-them in the 
United States.—Great Round World.

Spain "VS'iH Press Uemnixls For Compea' 


scttion From United States. 


London, Aug. 20.—Calderon Carlisle 


of Washington, counsellor to tire Spanish 
legation in tbe United States, arrived 
here yesterday from Spain. 


In the course of an Interview, Mr. Car- 


lisle said he went to Spain to pay a visit 
to relatives, but while there he hacl an 
audience -with the queen regent, and be 
discussed with the late Senor Canovas 
Del Castillo, the premier, and other high 
officials of the Spanish government the 
various aspects of the Cuban question, 
explaining to Senor Canovas the details 
of some of the principal filibustering ex- 
peditions from the United Statea to Cuba, 
and giving his views as to the legal as- 
pect of: the filibustering claims which he 
had investigated since the war broke out 
in Cuba. 


Spain, he said, intended to press strons- 


ly her claims to compensation for fil- 
ibustering, and these claims would over- 
balance the American claims for dam- 
ages to tbe property of citizens o-f the 
United States in the island. 


"My last interview with the late Senor 


Canovas," he said, "was during the week 
before he was assassinated, and at tho 
hotel whicb wits the scene of lha tragedy 
While I was waiting at tbe office of the 
hotel, Senor Canozas entered and was 
Immediately surrounded by half a dozen 
gentlemen, amid whom he stood talk- 
ing on Cuban matters. 
These g-entle- 


men. I was told were newspaper cor- 
Tespondents. 
The scene was quite in- 


formal, quite American, in fact. 
Ono 


could easily see how a man so approach- 
able as Senor Canovas could be assassi- 
nated without much difficulty. 


"Senor Canozas told me that he was 


satisfied tbat the progress of the war in 
Cuba this summer had been all that 
could be expected in the wet season, and 
he believed that the conditions would be 
much better in the autumn. 
He spoke 


feelingly of the suffering in Cuba, which 
he considered and described as unavoid- 
ably incidental to a state of war, and 
he expressed the warmest hope that the 
necessity for suffering would soon cease. 


"The condition of public sentiment in 


the United States was a matter as to 
which he made particular inquiry. 
I 


assured him that tire country was not 
so partial to the insurgent movement 
as might be supposed from some of the 
newspapers., _ and from the reports of 


bates."

OPEN FIELD TARGET PRACTICE 


Does the City Ordinance Prohibit It 1 


A Source of Danger That Should 


be 
Removed. 
Parents 


Are Very Anxious. 


Target practicfl has become quite com- 


mon of late on the hill just below Kemp 
park near Summit avenue, and it is con- 
sidered dangerous by the people living in 
that part of the city. It is a very rocky 
section and there is danger of bullets 
glancing and going in a very different di- 
rection from that intended by the marks- 
men. 
The hill is frequented by children 


and others and it is feared if the practice 
13 continued there will be a casualty 
sooner or later. 


It is not certain that the marskmen are 


violating any city ordinance, although 
the regulations of the town before it be- 
came a city prohibited everything of the 
kind within the limits of the lire district. 
But the city ordinance reads: 


"No person shall discharge any gun, 


pistol or other firearm in any of the 
streets, highways, public squares or com- 
mons in the city; provided, this section 
shall not apply to the use of such weapons 
in the lawful defense of the person, family 
or property of any one, or in the perform- 
ance of any duty required by law, nor to 
the h'ring of o. salute of cannon or artil- 
lery by permission of the mayor." 
As this ordinance reads there would seem 
to be full liberty to practice with rifles or 
revolver in any vacant lot In the city, un- 
less the construction be such as to bring 
such lots under the head of commons. 
The shooting near the park is the cause 
of no little nervousness on the part of 
people living in that part of the city, es- 
pecially those who have children who are 
liable to be roaming; about on the hill 
and the feeling is that if the ordinance 
does not prohibit the practice it should be 
amended so that it will.

Greenfield to Invade the 


Local Grain Market. 


HUGE BUILDING ON MORRIS ST, 


Ground Broken for the Largest Grain 


Elevator in This Section. Site on 


Boston & Albany Common. 
Charlemont Contractor to 


Build the Big Structure. 


W. N. Potter & Sons of Greenfield are 


about to invade the North Adams feed 
and grain market and are making exten- 
sive preparations for so doing. This firm 
is one of well known strength and stabil- 
ity and has elevators at diiferent points on 
the Fitchburg railroad. 


For some time it has looked uporfrthis 


city as a favorable field for large opera- 
tions in the grain business and has de- 
cided to enter into competition with the 
local dealers, who, it would seem, arc 
very efficiently meeting all the demands 
of the trade. But these are times of 
stringent competition and unusual risks 
in business. 


The Greenfield firm has arranged with 


the Boston & Albany railroad for a loca- 
tion for a large grain elevator in this city. 
The location decided upon is a part of 
what has been known as the Boston & 
Albany common on Morris street. This 
location is very dedirable as the railroad 
has freight trunks close to the site. These 
tracks are now being used by the Armour 
refrigerator. 


Under the direction of Contractor Gran- 


ger of this ci^y ground has been broken 
tor the new elevator. A squad of men 
under the direction of Mr. Granger are at 
work today preparing for tho foundation. 
The new building will take practically all 
of the common. It will be 60 feet by 100 
feet floor dimensions, built of wood and 
well fitted with conveniences necessary in 
elevators. Contractor Bixby of Charle- 
mont, who has had experience in erecting 
such buildings, will have charge of the 
construction of the elevator. Work will 
be prosecuted with the greatest possible 
rapidity and tlae elevator will be a fact in 
a very short time.
